CHAPTER 90.

AN ACT to amend 85.063 (1) of the statutes, relating to safety glass on trackless trolleys.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and assembly, do enact as
follows:

85.063 (1) of the statutes is amended to read:
85.063 (1) It shall be unlawful for any person to operate on any public highway or

street in this state any motor vehicle which is registered.in  this state and which is manu-
factured or assembled after January 1, 1936, or any trackless trolley which is manufac-
tured after January 1, 1952, unless such motor vehicle or trackless trolley is equipped
with safety glass wherever glass is used thereon in partitions, doors, windows, or wind-
shields. This provision shall apply only to motor vehicles that are manufactured after
January 1, 1936, and to trackless trolleys manufactured after January 1, 1952.
